Roots of Cypreſs and Galangal, both bruiſed, 
of each two Ounces; Roots of Oſmund- Royal, 
cut ſmall, two Ounces; 1/inglaſs, cut ſmall, 
three Ounces ; Archangel Flowers, dried, fix © 
Handfuls ; Red Roſe Leaves, four Handfuls : 
Boil them all in two Gallons of Water till it 
comes to fix Quarts, and then ſtrain it of, Of 
this the Patient may. drink a Quart in a 
Day, half a Pint in the Morning, a Pint at

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Dinnef-Time, and half a Pint at Night; ob-
